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Petition to Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment

This communication is in response to the Notice of Abandonment Under 
37 CFR § 1.53(f) or (g) (hereafter "Notice") mailed November 2, 201 1 in connection with 
the above-identified application. The Notice contends that the application was 
abandoned for failure to timely or properly reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts 
mailed January 5, 2007. However, a response was timely filed on January 24, 2007. The 
response was filed via Express Mail and is shown on the Patent Application Information 
Retrieval system (hereafter "PAIR") as having arrived and been scanned into the system 
on January 26, 2007.

Applicants responded by filing a Petition to Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment on 
May 20, 201 1 . The Petition was granted by Nancy Johnson in the Office of Petitions on 
June 21, 2011. 

A return copy of the Notice of Abandonment mailed November 2, 201 1 is 
included with this submission. 

Conclusion 

It is believed that the Notice of Abandonment was sent in error. Applicants 
request a withdrawal of the holding if abandonment.
